DOUBLE DUMMY SLAMS 


SIMPLE 


YESTERDAY we saw how any 


expert could make a grand slam 
on the hand shown, by normal 
play of a double squeeze, provided 
he sat East and had an opening 
load of a heart, with a contract of 
7-No Trumps. 
West, who sent in 


the hand, complained that his part- 
ner went down a trick. West 
thought that he should have been 
allowed 
to 
play the 
hand at 


7-Diamonds, which he thinks he 
could have made. 


If played double dummy, a con- 


tract of 7-Diamonds, against a 
heart opening by North, will be 
found very simple. However, I 
question whether any player will 
be as likely to make a grand slam 
at diamonds, as at no trumps, un- 
less the hand ia played double 
dummy. 


To make the grand slam at dia- 


monds proceed as follows: win the 
opening heart lead with dummy's 
J. Lead back tho 8 of spades. Un- 
less South covers with the 9, the 
8 will win the trick. Four spade 
tricks, 3 heart tricks, 5 diamond 
tricks and a single club trick will 


be assured declarer. 
South 


play his 9, forcing declarer to put 
up the Q. 


Put dummy In lead with the 10 


of diamonds. Lead the 4 of spades. 
Again South must cover, or de- 
clarer's 7 will win, assuring the 
grand slam. Have South cover 
with his 10. Again put dummy in 
lead with the K of diamonds, pull- 
ing North's last trump. Lead tha 
3 of spades. 
Now declarer holds 


the A-7, over South's J-6, so any 
way South playa assures a grand 
slam for declarer, playing the hand 
at diamonds. 


Note that West cannot make a 


double squeeze at the trump call, 
as East can at no trumps, without 
having to play spades as described 
above. In which case he will dis- 
cover that such play of the spade* 
brings him a direct g-rand slam, 
making the squeeze needless and 
laughable strategy. 


On the other hand, East can 


make a grand slam at no trumps 
by playing the spades as outlined 
above, provided he fails to see a 
chance for a grand slam by the 
double squeeze, described yester- 
day. 


To make the grand slam by win- 


ning 4 spade tricks, East should 
win only a single heart trick before 
he leads his first spade. When he 
gains entry to his own hand by 
means of a diamond, he will lead 
his second spade, just as West has 
to do. The next time East e 
his hand with a diamond, he 
an option of at once taking his two 
good hearts before he leads his last 
spade, or of taking hia two hearts 
when he enters with his Ace of 
clubs. West had no such option.
